Response to Arguments 

1 . The rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 1 st and 2 nd paragraph have been overcome by the 
amendment filed 7/29/2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-4 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Berte et al. (EP 
126454, issued 28 November 1984, cited in IDS) teach the preparation of piperazine 
pyrophosphate from the mixing of piperazine and sodium pyrophosphate (see page 8, 
preparation of acid piperazine pyrophosphate). This reference does not anticipate or render 
obvious claim 3 or 4 because the final product is made from piperazine phosphate.
